THE DISCHARGE OF SEAMEN AT 
FOREIGN PORTS.

Xn nn interesting communication that I 
havo received from a Britieh Consul ata 
port in tho Fur East, attention is called to 
certain injustices and griovanccs under 
which tho merchant scaman still labours, 
notwithstonding the numerous amendments 
of the low that havo been adopted in his 
interest during recent limes. My corres: 
pondent, who writes from many years’ por- 
gonol observation ond experience. in the 
Consular sorvics, deals particularly with the 
stoppago of wayea and logs of omployrent 
in onge of wreck or of sioknoss, and with 
abuses connected with the foreign boarding- 
houses and with the ‘slop shop” The 
shipowner usually insures his vossel at 
fifteen por cent, above her valuo, 80 that 
ho incurs no Ise by a wreck. The soaman, 
on the other hand, auders a serloua losa. 
His wages cease from the day of the wreok, 
and though he is sont home (at the expense, 
not of the shipowner, but of the public), 
ho is cast on his own roaourcos until he can 
get @ fresh engagement. Soeing that tho 
man is bound by severe ponalties to serve 
for a certain period, it would seem only 
equitable that in the event of a wreck the 
amployer ou his sido should continue to 
psy woges for a reasonable period and also 
boar the cost of the passago homo. This 
ho could generally afford to do as itis, but 
if nocessary bo. could take such, s Hability 
into account in effecting his insurance. 
‘aimilar hardship falls on the soaman 
disabled by illness or necidont in the course 
of his employment and discharged ot & 
foreign port. His wages cease and he re- 
coives no compensation, and it is only in 
certain circumstances that tho shipowner 
has to defray the man’s hospital expenses 
and passags home. 

With regard to the other points, my cor- 
respondent refors to the evila that arise 
from boarding-houne keopars being allowed, 
to give the guaranteo that a scamon will 
not become an expense to the British 
Government which is required when be is 
discharged abroad by *mutusl consent ; 
and to the extortion that is practised on 
crews through wasters and mates bois 
pecuniarily interested in tho business © 
the ‘slop shops.” Probably any proposal 
for further loginlation on behalf of the seas 
wan would bs indignantly denounced tn 
nlany. quarter a8 & finishing. blow at the 
shipping industry.

ANOTHER SPEECH BY LOHD CHARLES 
BEBESFOUD, 

Tho" annual dinner of the Newspapor 
Bocisty took place on May‘ 13 at the Hol- 
born Reataurant. Lord Charles Beresford, 
deaponding for the Navy, said :— 

He always accepted with tho keenest de-. 
light any invitation from the Press, be- 
cause upon the Preee, in his opinion, de- | 
ponded the welfare of Chia country, as far 
asite defence went, for tho Royal Navy 
was avlucky anough not to be ropresented 
in the country. He did not take exception 
to that; he merely said It was co. He 
was going to-show the Press what it could 
do. The question was one of m«n for the 
Navy ; and the moro he studied this ques- 
tion the more anxious ho felt about it. It 
waa oflicislly announced that we had got 
plenty of men—excopt 11,000. We were 
Toying down forty-six atoamurs lo be 
finished this year, and, although they would 
take 11,200 moro mon, mot a single man 
wes being added to tho.Navy. Only. the 
other day a French Qabinct: Ministor 
pablished a volume in which he made out 
that we- wera 50,000 men short of require- 
‘meuts, as compared with the French fleet; 
What we wanted was a force maintained 
lavel with the shipbuilding programmo. 
The wholo point was o big reserve that 
could be called upon in emergency. Ho 
maintained that our reservo was a paper 
reservo. In tims of war it would be very 
difficult to train onr men, and, therefuro, a 
traincd reservo was necessary. On tho 
engine-room department siéne we were 
5,000 men short. Theso were important 
statements, and ha folt ao seriously that ho 
should accept o:w of the revs which had 
been off-red to him to contest, aud that, 
when ho got into Parlisinent, hu was sure 
tho Press would auppors him iu demanding 
returns with regard to the Navy. So far 
as tho Servico stoad nt present, he was 
auro thoy never were moro efficient than 
they wero at this mement. His complaint 
was that we hod not efough of them, ond 
that the orgapisation for wac was not what

£1,000,000; msking’ o totul cost of 
$10,818,000, Iv may bo argacd, with 
some force, that, as the atakes gn back into 
the pockets of raco-horse owners, they 
should be deducted from the cust; but it 
should ba borne in mind that, to a preat 
oztent, the subscribers of funds for these 
stokes are tho owners themeclvos. Allowing 
alittle off, however, on this head, wo are 
safe is assuming that not less than 
£10,750,000 is spent every year on horse- 
racing in thie country.

Hausting comes next, and in connection 
with this aport more than nine millions 
sterling ia spent annually, made up aa fol-

THE NUDE IN. ART. 
There sro two reasons for painting the 
nude figure—ane for the pure display oF its 
beauty, ant nm good reason enough in iteelf ; 
indeed, a» Mr Poynter remarks in one of his 
Jeotures, the faot that we do not ges the nude 
human body now in every-day life is oxactly 
ove reason for painting it, not with absolute 
realism (which no painter ayer does), but to 
show its possible beauty in its highest and 
most healthful standard. But the higher 
reason ia that tbe nude figure is the noblost 
medium for the expression of abstract poctia 
ideals in’ painting. M. de Ja Bizeranne 
uotes Mr Watts ag saying, in regard to the 
gure of the youth trampled under foot in 
his ‘Mammon’: ‘ Why did I paint the youth 
naked? Because he is a type of humanity ; 
if be bad been olothed, and therefore parli- 
cularised, ho would have ceased to be a 
type;’ an argument which onght to be in- 
telligible even to Mrs Grundy, When M, 
Gervex chose to paint a naked woman witha 
velvot musk on her face, a slipper on one 
foot, and onednco on a oushiuned chair ia 
an ordinary boudoir, and her habiliments 
scattered about, be did what wae vulgar and 
noseemly, On tho other band, his large 
picture from ‘ Rolla,’ with the young girl 
asleop, and ber eelfish seducor standing b 
the balcony, was o truly pathetic Sark 
which fully justifies itaolf; but superficial 
observers Would not distinguish between the 
one use of the nude and the other, and cer- 
tainly it would be useless to exhibit the 
‘Rolla’ picturo in London, for the rasjority 
would not know what it meant and moat of 
those who did would oall it ‘immoral,’ as 
they would call De Mussat’s poem immoral. 
Whon, again, an English academioian chose 
to give au absurd misreading of the story of 
Saint Elizabeth of Hungary, and to represent 
her as kneeling naked befora a oommittes of 
monks, he dida stupid thing, dragging in on 
utterly improbable incident for the mere 
eake of showing ability in the nade. Whot 
a contrast to Mr Watte’s (reatmont, in o 
little-known picture, of the subject of * Lady 
Godiva,’ geucraliy supposed to be fair gamo 
fora ‘nude atudy,’ white Mr Watts repre=_ 
sented ber as helped from ber horse by her 
maidens who throw a drapery over hor, aud 
nearly fainting from the stress on her feel- 
ings; not (as we have just noticed) that Mr 
Watts has the slightest pradery ebont the 
nude figure when there is a good reason 
for it, but that he felt that the subject waa 
-worth s higher treatment, ond that to gloat 
“over the nudity of Lady Godiva during ber 
unwilling ride, even in a picture, is o piece 
of vulgarity worthy of ‘Pesping Tom.’ It 
ig this kind of vulgarity in the treatment of 
tho nude, sometioes really verging on 
indecenoy, which goes far to confirm the 
pradish part of the public in their pre- 
Jadices,.—Ldinburgh Review.
